Having then lately beén ‘In Shanghai, 
where war was at the very gates, the 
advantages, indeed the, necessity of o 


Volunteer Defence Cdérps had been vivid- 
ly brought home to mé,-and I remarked 


“|that in a Colony’ situated like ours here 


volunteering is no mere game, ‘but. a 
serious business which might at any time 
become very serious. . : : 
Since then, unhappily, that, has been 
proved but too true, Both the great 
northern ports and our Colony here have 
had need of all the strength at their 


-/command. Thank God, violence Kad not 


actually to be met with violence, but 
disorder and yapizie were kept in check 
by the knowledge that’ strength was at 
hand, if need were, to suppress them. . 

Tt is not for those of us who were. far 
away during the severe troubles of recent 
manths to enlarge on what.was owing 
to the Defence Corps in security and 
to the sense of security, and also as a de- 
monstration that you colonists were able 
and.,determined to.help yourselves.’ The 
work of the volunteers is known and 
honoured; it seems fitting on the present 


to add that. the demands of these times 


‘jmust have invested the business of ‘the 


citizen soldier with an even sharper sense | 
of reality in his own mind, and stirred 
him up to take "his duties even’ more 


'[ keenly than before. 


TREACHEROUSNESS OF WORDS. ” 

Now, last year, 2°l may revert again 
to that occasion, something else. was 
brought home to me. ‘That was the 
iteeachssddsness of words,—not ao new 
discovery by any méans.. I found ‘that 
in speaking encouragingly of our.citizen 
soldiery I was taken by some to‘have 
in some way,—I_ can’t imagine “how, 
slighted or even,:disparaged..the, regular 
forces, military and naval of the Crown. 
Anything of the sort is, of course, as 
remote as possiblé from the min’s of
